But that's cnly one of 
many problems; when this 
type of T.V, was first intro¬ 
duced. many high-strung cit¬ 
izens, who felt that the situa 
tion comedies were actually 
happening in their own 
homes, immediately (and 
quite understandably. I feel! 
committed suicide. 

On the other hand, cassette 
T.V., in one swell foop, did 
away with what were once 
called “television commer¬ 
cials.” Nearly nil economists 
believe this sudden dearth of

The cloak of obscurity surrounding the genealogy of Moose is being lifted. 
Recent findings reveal Moosekind’s true role in the Evolutionary Process. 


CLIMAX OF A THIRTY YEAR PROBE 
which began in 1943. Dr. Melville Moose 
displays scull and proboscis fragments of 
MOOSE HABILIS which he unearthed last 
month while engineering the groundwork 
and construction of native disposal 
facilities. 


MODERN MOOSE 


A thirty year probe into the origins of Moosekind 
reached a dazzling climax recently when Dr. Mel¬ 
ville Moose, noted anthropologist, paleontologist and 
rock-hound, revealed skull and proboscis fragments 
of MOOSO HABILIS, believed to be the earliest 
known direct ancestor of modern Moose (MOOSE 
SAPIENS). 

in light of this new evidence, Dr. Moose concludes 
that Moose were the first cave-dwellers and that 
MOOSO HABILIS was undoubtedly responsible for 
creation and development of both fire and the wheel. 
Dr. Moose presents conclusive evidence to substan¬ 
tiate these findings in the form of descriptive cave- 
paintings, tell-tale ashes and a small cache of pre¬ 
historic flint-head matches. 

“These new findings make all existing work on pre¬ 
historic Moose obsolete,” said Dr. Moose at a news 
conference held recently in Washington. Next month, 
Dr. Moose returns to his work convinced that he will 
further push back the horizons of Moosekind.

CAVE PAINTINGS depict objects that Dr. 
Moose describes as "having significant 
value in strengthening my conclusions 
that MOOSO HAB1LIS developed a crude 
but functional circular object that could 
be the predecessor to the modern wheel. 


A SECOND significant discovery was 
made by Dr. Moose in 1949 at the 
location of his first excavation of six 
years earlier. With him is his second wife, 
Myrna. Before them are the skull and 
proboscis bones of a female Cro-Magnon 
Moose. 


“MOOSE HAD his origins in the sea. the 
acknowledged birthplace of all 
contemporary life-forms,” says Dr. Moose. 
The illustrations below depict various 
stages in Moose’s evolution from sea-life 
to Moose.
